Reopening Prosecution After Appeal 



1 . Reopening of Prosecution After Appeal Brief or Reply Brief 

In view of tiie appeal brief filed on 01/17/2007, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 

REOPENED. To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of 



the follov\^ing two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1 .1 1 3 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41 .31 followed by an 
appeal brief under 37 CFR 41 .37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and appeal 
brief fee can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth in 37 
CFR 41 .20 have been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant must 
pay the difference between the increased fees and the amount previously paid.

2. The application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claimed invention: 

I. Claims 1-21 and 22 are drawn to a method and system of organizing a 
collection of objects arranged in a sequence order. Wherein the objects in the sequence 
are classified to generate a series of object clusters (707, subclass 103R). 

II. Claims 23-31 and 32 are drawn to a method and system of organizing a 
collection of objects, wherein the segmentation engine segments objects from the 
collection into clusters and the naming engine extracts context-related metadata 
associated with the objects and parsable into multiple levels of a name hierarchy (707, 
subclass 101).
